The story of Aberdeen-Angus achievement throughout the year 
1928 has been an interesting tale. Each chapter in this great vol- 
umn held within its pages mysteries peculiar unto itself. As the 
state fair dates have been torn from the calendar of time so these 
mysteries have unfolded before an eager and expectant public. 
True it is that the general public, especially that portion interested 
in agriculture and animal husbandry, has showed a marked increase 
in interest in the Aberdeen-Angus breed. Each show has added 
its share of those determined to own specimens of the Dusky Dod- 
dies. Each section of the country early in the season fastened its 
eyes upon the great Chi- 
cago International—ambi- 


Chicago. At that time he was referred to as a possible candidate 


for this year’s grand championship, providing no serious accident 


should occur to him. Evidently there was no mishap for he came 
back stronger and better than last year, in beautiful form. His 
faults so few and so minor that it would require the most expert 
critic to even make suggestions.

Speaking of early 
preparations, the Middle 
West had its hope found- 
ed in the great show and 
breeding bull Escort Mar- 
shall, a bull of exception- 
al smoothness, one of the 
strongest top lines, plenty 
of scale, great depth of 
body and_ wonderfully 
fleshed, a four year old 
by Earl Marshall. Shown 
to the senior and grand championship at the National Western at 
Denver, also at Fort Worth, the Iowa State Fair, the Ak-Sar-Ben 
and the senior championship at the American Royal all in 1928 
gave him good rating for the finals. 

The West had groomed a son of the lamented Prizemere 9th 
for this coveted purple. His name is Prizemere 50th, another great 
four year old, full of bloom and condition, nicely balanced, carry- 
ing a fine covering of flesh, of good type and general makeup. He 
too had experienced some success earlier in the season, winning the 
purple at both the Washington and Oregon State fairs. These two 
great bulls met in the aged class and the latter came off victorious.

es came into his own and re- 
fused to longer share with 
his partner.

pion for grand champion- 
ship honors of the 1928 
Chicago International. 
Thus the junior champion 
of 1927 had become the 
senior and reserve grand 
champion this year, and 
still he will undoubtedly 
be a mean one to get 
around another year. He 
had won two or three 
grand championships too. 
In becoming grand 
champion of the 1928 Chi- 
cago International Revo- 
lution of Page 2d has cre- 
ated more history for a 
great family of breeding 
and show bulls. He is a 
son of Blackcap Revolu- 
tion the 1923 Internation- 
al grand champion bull 
who also sired Revolution 7th the 1927 International grand cham- 
pion bull. Thus the sire of Revolution of Page 2d is the only In- 
ternational grand champion bull to have two International grand 
champion sons. Manager Kenneth McGregor said of Revolution 
of Page 2d, “he has done his bit, now he must go to work. I select- 
ed his dam hoping that she would bring us an International grand 
champion son—and she did.” Judge Pierce said “he is the most 
remarkable young bull I ever laid my hands on” and Judge Dryden 
was equally emphatic when he said “I like him and think him the 
best young bull I have yet seen.” 
Future Internationals need not worry about having a suitable 
candidate for grand championship honors for there were several

The annual meeting and banquet held by the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association in the Crystal room at Hotel 
Sherman, Chicago, on Wednesday evening, December 5th, 1928, 
proved to be one of the most pleasant occasions in the history of 
the association. Better than 150 covers were spread. Delegates, 
their wives, and friends were present to enjoy a social evening and 
later to transact the business of the association. 


President S. C. Fullerton presided, introducing Mr. Reed, pre- 
sident of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association who 
gave a brief but interesting talk. Mr. Reed said he was delighted 
with the International Aberdeen-Angus show which he believed 
was the best he had seen here in his several visits. In closing 
Mr. Reed extended an urgent invitation to American breeders and 
showmen to pay a visit to the Canadian shows. 

Jas. D. McGregor, of Canada, in his usual clever way made a 
few remarks wherein he chastised his friends in the States for 
allowing themselves’ to

Increased Demand for Aberdeen-Angus: 

Reports coming to the office indicate a strong growing demand 
for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This increased interest is not re- 
stricted to any one section of the country but from practically all 
parts of the United States where there are possibilities for beef 
production. Breeders report a healthy demand for bulls at in- 
creased prices. Numerous breeders have been able to sell females 
in carload lots at prices that would have been considered more 
than satisfactory a year ago. It became necessary to cancel the 
Association sales in connection with the Ak-Sar-Ben and American 
Royal Live Stock Shows because breeders could not spare suf- 
ficient cattle and because of satisfactory private sales. Inquiries 
received for catalogs for these sales and for the International sale 
far outnumbered inquiries of recent years. There has been a brisk 
demand for calves for boys and girls club work but not enough

The exhibits of Aberdeen-Angus calves have been outstanding 
at so many of the leading shows and have won many friends for 
the breed. The demand for high class calves for club work has 
been far beyond the available supply of calves of quality. Many 
of our breeders have made every effort to supply these juniors 
with desirable calves for club work and have been well rewarded 
for this apparent sacrifice of calves because of the advertising 
which the herd received. We hope that more breeders will sacri- 
fice a few good calves to furnish the raw material for champion 
calf club calves. 

Inquiries Received: ; ; 

There was a marked increase in amount of work received in 
the office during the year. The letters received totaled 15,008 or 
3,687 more than were received during 1927. Letters sent totaled 
17,342 or an increase of 3,719 over 1927. Inquiries for literature 
and information about Aberdeen-Angus cattle totaled 3,851 or an 
increase of 23 per cent over 1927. In addition to the foregoing 
there were mailed 30,140 ballots, circular letters and miscellaneous 
material. About 30,000 booklets, leaflets and literature were mail- 
ed to members, prospective buyers and agricultural schools and 
colleges. Over 3,000 photogravures of 1927 International grand 
champions were distributed to banks, schvols and colleges. 

Winter Show and Sale: ; 

The first annual winter show and sale will be held during 
the week of February 10, 1929. A considerable number of breed- 
ers are preparing cattle for this event and it is hoped that this 
winter show and sale can be made one of the leading annual 
events in Aberdeen-Angus activities.

NEW BREEDERS: 

A considerable number of new herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
have been established during the year. These have not been con- 
fined to any one section of the country but quite generally dis- 
tributed throughout the country. One of the most significant and 
encouraging indications of the increased interest in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle is the addition of new names upon the records of the 
Association to whom cattle were transferred during the year. 
Cattle were transferred to 1776 new breeders in 44 states, Canada, 
New Mexico, Cuba, Hawaii and South America as compared to 903 
new breeders in 1927. Iowa heads this list with 378, Missouri 
second with 210 and other states as follows: Minnesota 116; Ken- 
tucky 103; Illinois 95; Tennessee 78; Indiana 76; North Dakota 
64; West Virginia 64; Kansas 64; South Dakota 60; Nebraska

VISITORS FROM ABROAD; 
GREETINGS TO YOU ALL. 

The great 1928 Chicago show was indeed International in 
scope, for it entertained visitors from many countries, all of whom 
seemed to appreciate the most excellent specimens of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle found there this year. The Journal representative 
had the pleasure of meeting several of these gentlemen and dis- 
cussing with them the merits of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. One 
of the first to appear upon the scene was Don Manuel who hails 
from the Argentine on our sister continent. This man comes from 
a great cattle growing country where better cattle are desired. He 
fell in love with the Doddies and spent much time inspecting them 
and discussing their possibilities in South America. 

Sitting upon a trunk in an Aberdeen-Angus alley Carl Tuttle 
representing the Department of Agriculture of Guatemala, in Cen- 
tral America, displayed a series of photographs showing the won- 
derful growth of grass in his country. He was firmly of the opin- 
ion that Aberdeen-Angus would look well in some of these pastures 
and was negotiating to that effect. 

On another occasion a commission of six or seven gentlemen 
representing the Department of Agriculture for Russia paid a visit 
to the Doddie rows. A. V. Leopoldoff, professor of animal breed- 
ing at Kubano-Chernomorsky Agricultural College seemed delight- 
ed with the thickness, lowsetness and great covering of flesh car- 
ried by these beautiful Black babies. This gentleman took the lib- 
erty of handling Blackcap of Maple River 3d, the grand champion 
female shown by Wm. Rowles & Son, and was seriously impressed 
with her refinement and super quality. The members of this com- 
mission were keen observers and they gathered much information 
about the Aberdeen-Angus breed, a tribe of cattle that surely would 
do well in their homeland.

Bewildred for the first 
time in history to our knowledge the guest 
of honor confessed to having been identi- 
fied with the live stock industry for a per- 
iod of fifty-two years, forty of which have 
been devoted to the improvement of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in America. For the 
time being he also confessed to all charges 
brought and asked that he be given time 
to deliberate before presenting a detailed 
confession or a sufficient alibi. 

This was undoubtedly one of the happiest 
occasions ever attended by a majority of

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Great Day for Club Work 


When 12 Year Old Lad Wins Royal Purple 


All precedents were swept aside and the 
Great International amphitheatre reverber- 
ated with the applause of thousands of 
ringside fans, when 12 year old Clarence 
Goecke, of State Centre, Marshall County, 
lowa, was awarded the most coveted prize 
of the exposition—the grand championship 
in the steer classes. 

Competing against veteran feeders, fit- 
ters, and showman, including the various 
state college entries, which in this particu- 
lar class have in the past been virtually in- 
vincible, this Iowa farm lad was able to 
show his superbly turned and fleshed Here- 
ford yearling through to the sweep-stakes 
purple in the open classes, besting all ages 
and breeds. This feat has never before been 
paralleled in the history of the Internation- 
al Live Stock Exposition by a boy. 

Clarence’s prize charge, which occupied 
the lime-light for the remainder of the week 
and whose name and likeness will be pre- 
served to ever lasting fame in live stock 
circles at 1928’s champion beef animal, first 
came to public attention, when in the Jun- 
ior Feeding Contest, on the opening day, 
he was made grand champion of this event. 

Feeling satisfied with this high honor, 
Clarence was inclined not to take advantage 
of his opportunity of showing him in the 
open class. He was prevailed upon, how- 
ever, to show him in the open competition, 
by Prof. W. L. Blizzard, of Stillwater, Okla- 
homa, who judged the junior feeding con- 
test, and recognized the superior quality of 
the calf. Walter Biggar, of Dalbeattie, 
Scotland, then did the rest. Biggar, who 
has crossed the water specially to tie the 
ribbons in the open steer classes, at the In- 
ternational, placed the crowning honors of 
the exposition on Clarence’s calf. 

The 1928 International steer grand cham- 
pion waxed fat on a daily menu of ground 
corn, cooked barley, oil meal, bran, molasses 
feed, and clover hay. He was calved July 
27, 1927 and in the 491 days of his life, has 
shown an average daily gain of 2.34 pounds. 
“Dick’s” show career started last summer 
when he won second at the Iowa State Fair 
and was grand champion at the Central 
Iowa Fair. 

Clarence is not the only representative 
of the Goecke family participating in this 
year’s International. He was accompanied 
to Chicago by his 17 year old sister, Emma, 
who showed a brother to the champion in 
the Junior Feeding Contest and was in the 
money with him. She incidentally is to be 
credited with much of the honor due, since 
it was she who showed the calf in the open 
classes and was at the halter when Mr. 
Biggar awarded him the grand champion- 
ship. She substituted for her brother in 
this important event, he being ill at the 
time.

Clarence Goecke of State Centre lowa 
and his grand champion steer, “Dick.” have 
left an everlasting record for the annals of 
the International Live Stock Exposition. 

The 1928 edition of the exposition will 
always be remembered as the dawn of 4 
new era in the live stock industry, when a 
farm lad of 12 years old produced the grand 
champion steer of the exposition, and also 
was the recipient of the highest price ever 
oe an International grand champion 

eef. 

From an initial bid of 20c the price on 
this youngster owned champion soared rap- 
idly on beyond the highest former record 
of $3.60 a pound, paid for the Oklahoma 
College champion steer in 1926, and did not 
stop until $7.00 a pound, the offer of J. ¢. 
Penney of New York, took the calf. The 
transaction established a world’s record 
high mark for an animal consigned for 
slaughter. 

Mr. Penney’s personal interest in agvi- 
culture, and particularly the farm Boys’ 
and Girls’ Club movement, led him to buy 
this champion which had been fed, fitted, 
and was shown by this Iowa boy and his 
sister. 

John Clay, president of the International 
Live Stock Exposition, in opening. the sale 
said that he was glad to be officiating at 
the time when a new precedent in the his- 
tory of the International Live Stock Expo- 
sition was established—when a farm boy, 
not yet in his teens, and his young sister 
were skillful enough to, in competition with 
the finest professional talent in the country, 
win the highest honors of the show.

As soon 
as the shock had worn a bit, other thoughts 
coursed the minds of Keith and his father. 
“What would the carcass bring?” That was 
a problem that entered many another mind 


as well. The record price of $7.00 per 
pound had once been paid to Billy Wilson 
for half of his carcass champion, so there 
was no chance. Last year the carcass 
brought only a small margin over open 
prices, comparatively speaking. This year 
held its mysteries. 

When the auctioneer mounted the block 
and called for a bid someone offered 20 
cents, someone else suggested 50 cents, soon 
the battle was on. Not much tarrying, the 
price slipped along up the scale until the 
McCaulley Markets at Mt. Kisco, New York, 
claimed the carcass at $6.75 per pound, the 
highest price ever paid for a whole carcass.

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Festive Beef: Recipes 
for Festive Days 


December is always a festive month with 
Christmas Day and its attendant gaieties, 
luncheon, dinner and supper parties for the 
young folks home from school. The very 
air seems to breathe hospitality, and of 
course the hostess is looking for new ideas 
to add distinction to her parties. As the 
meat dish is usually the center of the menu, 
the housewife will be interested in the reci- 
s given below for meats that are especial- 
ly appropriate for the festive occasion. 

For the Christmas dinner, roast beef and 
Yorkshire Pudding are favorites. 

Roast Beef. 

Wipe the meat with a clean damp cloth. 
Do not wash it. Place on a rack in a roast- 
ing pan and rub over with salt and dredge 
with flour. Place in a very hot oven (500 
degrees F.) for 15 minutes. Reduce heat to 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) and cook, 
allowing 15 to 20 minutes to a pound for 
standing roast and 20 to 25 minutes for a 
rolled roast, if a medium-rare roast is de- 
sired. Baste frequently if uncovered roast- 
er is used. Do not add water to the roast. 
Serve with Yorkshire pudding. 

Yorkshire Pudding. 
1 tsp. baking powder 


2 cups milk 
% cup drippings and fat 


eggs 
Sift flour and salt into mixing bowl. Hol- 
low a well in center of flour and break eggs 
into it. Add 1 cup milk, a little at a time, 
beating for about ten minutes. Stir in sec- 
ond cup of milk, cover the bowl and let bat- 
ter stand for two hours. When ready to 
bake pudding, pour into baking pan as much 
of the drippings from roasting meat,as can 
be spared from the gravy, enough to make 
a thick coating on the bottom of the pan. 
Heat. Beat batter once again, add baking 
powder and pour into baking pan. Bake 
10 minutes to brown bottom in hot oven 
(450 degrees F.) then reduce heat to mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F.) and continue 
baking for 20 minutes longer. Brown the 
top under the broiler flame if necessary. 

Another beef roast which is especially 
nice is larded fillet of beef. 

Larded Fillet of Beef. 

_Wipe fillet, remove fat and any tough 
tissues. Place on rack in small roasting 
pan. Lay narrow strips of fat salt pork 
across the top about half an inch apart. (If 
you have a larding needle, insert the fat

through the fillet with it.) Sprinkle with 
salt, pepper and dredge with flour. Place 
small pieces of fat in bottom of pan and 
bake in hot oven (450 degrees F.) for 5 
minutes, then reduce to moderate oven 
(300 degrees F.) for 20 to 25 minutes long- 
er. Baste frequently. Serve with a mush- 
room or horseradish sauce. 

Horseradish Sauce. 
1 cup horseradish 2 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon butter 4 teaspoon dry mustard 
Juice 4% lemon Y% cup sweet cream 

Mix horseradish, sugar, lemon juice and 
dry mustard together. Put into double boil- 
er and heat. Add cream slowly and cook 
until thick, then add butter. 

Mushroom Sauce. 
1 can mushrooms % tablespoon lemon juice 
4 tablespoons butter \% tbsp. chopped celery 
4 tablespoons flour Salt 
2 eups brown soup stock Pepper 

Drain and rinse mushrooms and chop one- 
half of them. Cook five minutes with but- 
ter and lemon juice. Drain. Make brown 
sauce of butter, flour and soup stock. Cook 
ten or fifteen minutes, add remaining mush- 
rooms cut in quarters. Cook two minutes. 
Sprinkle parsley in just before serving. 

For the company luncheon sweetbreads 
may be prepared in any number of ways. 
One of the most attractive ways is to cream 
them and serve them in patty shells. If de- 
sired half sweetbreads and half white meat 
of chicken may be used. 

For the buffet supper, there is nothing 
more attractive than a beautifully garnish- 
ed platter of meat. Jellied Veal is quite 
one of the nicest meats to use for this pur- 
pose. 

Veal or sweetbread mousse in individual 
molds is another attractive meat to serve 
for the buffet supper or bridge luncheon.

The gay 1200 of 4-H fame who frolicked 
through Chicago’s wonderland during the 
seventh National Club Congress departed 
for their home states in a cloud of glory. 
Yes, they were a bit tired, those youthful 
farmers, but it was an exultant tiredness 
gained through a full week of glorious en- 
tertainments, exciting trips and rollicking 
jamborees. On Dec. 3, the week’s events were 


a story in itself; even 
Wendell himself was sur- 
prised. For his stocky 
Aberdeen- Angus calmly 
walked off with the Grand 
Championship at the Mer- 
cer county fair, and the 
Reserve Championship at 
the International, where 
he was perhaps the young- 
est showman present.

man. The principal entertainment, which 
was the last word in variety and interest 
consisted of state songs which were sung 
by representative groups; a_ real, sure 
‘nough style show parade in which 4-H girls 
gracefully showed off the dainty costumes 
that they had planned and made as club 
projects; the 4-H Glee Club caroled gaily, 
which brought forth burst after burst of 
applause from the admiring audience; a 
Pullman porter’s quartet sang quaint ne- 
gro melodies; and the green jacketed mem- 
bers of the 4-H Brass Band [Editor’s Note: 
This band is from the Journal’s home coun- 
ty and we are proud of it] caused feet to 
tap in time to their martial music. The 
intellectual side of the program was furn- 
ished by three outstanding speakers: W. 
H. Gorbie, of the Chicago Chamber of Com- 
merce urged in his talk, which was entitled 
“Chicago is Yours,” that his listeners take 
a bit of Chicago back to their homes with 
them, in the form of happy memories and 
inspiration; Sam H. Thompson, president of 
the American Farm Bureau Federation, de- 
livered an address of welcome in which he 
stressed the future importance of the boys 
and girls before him.

The tree is the im- 
portant feature of the 
German Christmas. 
They do not have them 
in their churches, al- 
though they always go 
to church to hear the 
story of the Babe of 
Bethlehem. Every fam- 
ily has a tree as well 


In the North coun- 
tries where the people 
made sacrifices of men ; 
and cattle, to honor Odin and Thor, mistle- 
toe was used, while the Christmas tree, no 
doubt, originated among the ancient Teu- 
tons—who celebrated this season, with the 
custom of decorating the tree with apples, 
stars, nuts of gold high in the tree, while 
little animals hung below to signify sacri- 
ficees made in gratitude to the sun. 

These pagan nations all were inclined to 
worship the sun, as the giver of life and 
light, and it was but a natural consequence 
that after the coming of the Christ Child, 
Christian nations should adopt some of their 
customs for their festivities. As the ancient 
people set aside a season of Yuletide, in 
which to feast, and for merry making to 
honor their Sun God of light, so has civili- 
zation set aside a season of remembrance, 
for the gift of the Christ Child. The birth 
at Bethlehem was a link with the past. 

The fact that the exact date of Christ’s 
birth was not recorded, it was but fitting 
that the early Christians ascribed it to the 
Yuletide season. Pope Julius finally settled 
the date as December 25. 

Norway and Sweden call their Christmas 
time Yule Peace. At this time all courts 
are closed, and all quarrels cease. Prepara- 
tions for Yule Peace begin weeks in ad- 
vance. The house is thoroughly cleaned and 
new clothes are made for every member of 
the family. The Christmas mush is the 
most important, this is made of rice, long 
cooked, and seasoned. Fish, and fat goose 
are served on every table. Christmas day 
ls regarded more sacred than is Sunday. No 
one is forgotten by these kind hearted peo- 
ple, the animals have an extra feeding, and 
great sheaves of unthreshed grain is left 
outside for the birds. They do not have 
public celebration, but on Christmas eve the 
ible is read and prayers are said in every 
ome. 

The Christmas tree is trimmed with flow- 
ers, as well as other ornaments, and candles 
are placed in the windows to guide Kristine, 
who gives gifts from a huge sled. 

Christmas in Denmark is very similar to 


as the hospitals, the 

prisons, and often the 
cemeteries. All gifts are distributed from 
the tree and the merry-making follows. 

The people of Holland do not work on 
Christmas Day. All go to church and after 
the services there may be feasting and vis- 
iting. No gifts are given on Christmas but 
good St. Nicolas is a reality, he comes three 
weeks before Christmas, and leaves toys 
and sweetmeats for the children. 

People of Russia greet each other with 
“A happy feast to you,” during the Christ- 
mas season. Two or three days are given 
to their festivities. 

Christmas Carols are sung from door to 
door and many curious superstitions are ob- 
served by the Austrians. 

France observes Christmas the least of 
all holidays. Gifts and feasting are a part 
of their New Year’s celebration rather than 
that of Christmas. 


Italy is more religious in her observance 


of Christmas than many countries. “Be- 


. fana” is the friend of Italian children who 


brings their gifts. 

Christmas has ever been deep rooted in 
England. History tells us that Christmas 
was not one day but began December 16 
and ended January 6 or “Twelfth Night.” 
All this period was devoted to merry-mak- 
ing. Every one took part in the festivities. 
The English gentleman held open house and 
neighbors and tenants partook of his hos- 
pitality. 

The Puritans in England looked upon all 
this celebration as pagan and took no part 
in it. They brought these ideas to America 
and it was not until 1681 that any celebra- 
tion took place. 

The people of England now observe 
Christmas with less merry-making, but the 
yule-log is still burned, gifts are exchanged, 
and roast beef continues to be the favorite 
meat. 

America—the melting pot has a collection 
of all these customs and as is her custom 
in every state of progress, she has gone 
farther and originated many of her own. 
We have Christmas carols, trees, ringing of 


bells, mistletoe, holly, Christmas cards and 
dear old Santa filling the stockings. Every 
section has some different manner. The 
south ushers in the day in regular Fourth 
of July manner with parades, horns, fire- 
crackers, and cannons. 

The true Christmas spirit of all lands is 
embodied in this beautiful legend— 

“On every Christmas eve the little Christ 
Child wanders all over the world bearing 
on his shoulders a bundle of evergreens. 
Through city streets and country lanes, up- 
hill and downhill to proudest castle and 
lowliest hovel, through cold, storm, sleet 
and ice, the holy Child travels to be wel- 
comed or rejected at the doors at which he 
pleads for succor. Those who invite him in 
and long for his coming set a lighted can- 
dle in the window to guide him on his way. 
They also believe that he comes to them 
in the guise of an alms craving wandering 
person who knocks humbly at the door for 
sustenance, thus testing their benevolence. 
In many places, the aid rendered the beggar 
is looked upon as hospitality shown to 
Christ—the true Christmas spirit which re- 
alizes the divinity in every one of “the least 
of these.” 

“Christ brought to the world the greatest 
thing in the world—his message of bound- 
less universal love and that is why the sea- 
son of his birth has won such an intimate 
place in our hearts and causes a wholesome 
and joyous current of religious feeling to 
flow through the entire season to temper 
its extravagance and regulate its mirth.”

x roducing the 1929 x oultry Crop 


Poultry Department. 
By W. H. Lapp, 


Experience of recent years has given us valuable information 
whereby we can make some definite deductions regarding the part 
that production plays in regard to the condition of poultry in feed- 
ing stations and live cars. 

The most important of these deductions is the fact that if we 
are going to improve conditions in the feeding stations we must 
start at the source of production and that does not necessarily 
mean waiting until the Spring of the year when the chicks arrive. 
In fact, we must go back to the breeding stock from which the eggs 
for hatching are obtained. Therefore, the problems of 1929 in 
poultry production become imperative during the late fall and win- 
ter months of 1928. To prove this contention let us illustrate by 
giving the results of several experiments conducted during recent 
years. For example: In one farm flock where we experienced an 
outbreak of Infectious Bronchitis in July, we retained a number 
of the cockerels for breeding purposes that had withstood a siege 
of this disease. These birds were placed in a breeding pen during 
the month of December and in ten days all the hens in this breed- 
ing pen showed evidence of Infectious Bronchitis which resulted in 
the loss of a number of the birds. In several other cases we had 
similar experiences which leads us to believe that male birds or 
hens that have withstood a siege of Infectious Bronchitis have no 
business whatsoever in a breeding pen. 

Another condition that has revealed itself up to this time this 
year is the fact that in several flocks where Infectious Bronchitis 
manifested itself three years ago, we again had the outbreak this 
fall. In fact, we have had an outbreak every fall since its intro- 
duction in the flock. The virulence of this disease apparently is 
tremendous because of the inability to counteract the invasion. Our 
experience has taught us 
in recent years that

birds come into the- station showing 
physical evidence of worm infection that 
the birds show a vast improvement when 
they are treated for worms prior to the 
time they are placed on feed. Now and 
again we run across a lot of birds that 
will not respond to worm treatment in 
the station, however, when we consider 
the average for three years’ work we are 
more than convinced that the benefits 
are well worth the effort. 

If we take the No. 2 stock, upon its 
arrival at the station, and treat the birds 
individually, we find that they will im- 
prove not only from the standpoint of 
gains but they also consume a greater 
portion of the feed and give a healthier 
appearance while in the station. This is 
especially true with spring stock. There 
are a number of produce houses following this procedure at the 
present time. 

Enteritis. 

Enteritis comes from the word, “entro” meaning entrails and 
“itis” meaning inflamation. We hear so much complaint at this 
time of the year from feeding station operators about the inability 
to secure an appreciable gain upon birds having a frame weighing 
approximately four or four and one-half pounds, capable of sup- 
porting a body weighing from five to six pounds, yet we cannot 
put the flesh, muscle tissue and fat on this stock. One of the out- 

standing reasons for this 
condition is this so-call- 


there are a number of 
contributory factors 
which play an important 
part in the development 
of conditions such as 
these. 
Internal Parasites. 
Internal _ parasites 
such as, round worms 
and tape worms are 
found in so many cases 
where we experience dif- 
ficulty with Infectious 
Bronchitis, that we be- 
lieve the invasion of 
round worms or _ tape 
worms reduces the vi- 
tality of the poultry to 
such an extent that the 
birds readily succumb to 
the attacks of the Bron- 
chiail trouble. Any par- 
asite that reduces the 
vitality of poultry nat- 
urally makes the poul- 
try susceptible to all 
kinds of different diseases. For the past three seasons we have 
been doing considerable experimental work in regard to the worm- 
ing of poultry, both from the standpoint of the farm and the feed- 
ing station. With- 
out adoubt the 
place to worm poul- 
try is on the farm.

ed enteritis or inflam- 
mation of the intestinal 
tract. This may be caus- 
ed from a number of dif- 
ferent conditions. Among 
them are organisms ac- 
companying diseases, 
such as, Bacillary White 
Diarrhea, Coccidiosis, 
Typhoid, Cholera, Tuber- 
culosis, ete. Many of 
these diseases have their 
inception with poultry 
early in the life of the 
chicken. Many of them 
trace back into the 
breeding stock. 

A bird may  over- 
come an attack of some 
of these diseases yet the 
organism may be preva- 


lent in the _ intestinal 
tract and manifest itself 
through a __ secondary 


condition such as Bron- 
chial and _ Respiratory 
Troubles. We are almost convinced that these so-called Respira- 
tory Troubles to a great degree are due to a pathalogical irregu- 
larity in the bird and the major portion of this irregularity can be 
traced to the intestinal tract. We are convinced that no bird can 
make an appreciable gain or dress out with a fine finish carcass 
when the entire intestinal tract is highly inflammed. To undertake 
the solution of this problem requires a careful study of conditions 
as they reveal themselves in production channels. So far we have 
found it almost hopeless to attempt to clear up the intestinal tract 
of the birds while they are on feed in the station. Curative meas- 
ures incorporate a procedure entirely opposite to what is requi 

in the feeding station. In other words medication from the stand- 
point of the station in regard to this so-called Enteritis is not 
meeting with any great degree of encouragement. Our only hope, 
therefore, is to correct the evils in production. We are convinced 
that a large number of birds used for breeding stock contain or- 
ganisms which are transmitted through the egg to the young stock. 
Our control measure there would be to test this breeding stoc 
and eliminate all birds reacting to the test. Breeding stock shoul 
be kept in quarters that are free from contamination. The breed 
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ing stock should also be free from worms 
and should be kept on areas that are free 
from internal parasites. These requisites 
cannot be over-emphasized because of the 
disastrous effects that they have upon the 
next season’s poultry crop. 

Incubation. 


Incubation in the past has been respon- 
sible for the dissemination of disease and 
it is therefore necessary that every possible 
precaution be taken with the hazards from 
this source so that it will be reduced to a 
minimum. The operator of a commercial 
incubator is obligated to his patrons to the 
extent that he use every possible precau- 
tionary measure. This should be done not 
only for his own sake but for the sake of 
the producer who buys his stock, and the 
concerns that are going to buy that poultry 
after it leaves the farm and enters into 
market channels. 

In several experiments conducted this 
past year we found that disinfecting the in- 
cubator while the eggs were in the machine 
assisted materially in reducing the infec- 
tion. In fact there was a marked difference 
in the results obtained in those machines 
that were thoroughly disinfected against 
those where no satisfactory methods of dis- 
infecting the machine were used. Every 
state throughout the producing territory 
should adopt rules demanding that the 
hatcheries take these precautionary meas- 
ures. In fact, the hatcheries should be 
compelled to do so. 

Clean Environment Means Clean Chicks. 
_ The results that we obtained from poultry 
in the fall of the year oftentimes reflects 
the management practiced in the spring of 
the year. Producers must comprehend the 
significance of sanitary surroundings for 
raising their young stock. The fact that 
poultry is so receptive to parasitic and bac- 
terial invasion makes sanitation a para- 
mount issue during the spring months when 
the stock is small and requires considerable 
detail attention. To overlook these quali- 
fications means severe losses to many -pro- 
ducers and oftentimes the poultry that has 
Survived would contaminate other stock 
when it reaches marketing channels. Poul-

try on the farms today is no longer a form 
of live stock that can exist by itself because 
it requires specific attention to certain fun- 
damentals of management that are vitally 
necessary for its success. The condition of 
the 1929 poultry crop will depend, to what 
extent the producer is willing to go, over- 
coming the irregularities which have caused 
so much concern in recent years. 

When we take the problems of poultry 
production seriously on 95 per cent of the 
farms throughout the country then and only 
then will the condition of poultry change 
to such an extent that when the birds are 
received in market channels it will produce 
results and reach the consumer in a man-
